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Of the hundred or so entries in this 
year’s Santa Claus Parade, one has an 
interesting history in town. 

About 25 years ago, Lorraine and Bob 
Warner and a small group of St. Davids 
Public School parents put together an 
impressive float for the parade. But 
after almost 20 years of languishing in 
backyards around town, it is being 
restored by Genaire employees and will 
take its rightful place in this year’s 
NOTL parade. 

It was a 70-foot train with an engine, 
caboose and two passenger cars. Some 
of the material was donated by 
Genaire, which was founded by 
Lorraine’s father, Gerry Wooll, and the 
St. Davids Lions and Lioness also con¬ 
tributed to it. 

The train was first entered in the 
parade in 1982, and another three or 
four years after that, recalls Lorraine 
Warner, but the yearly maintenance 
and the number of volunteers needed 
the day of the parade became oner¬ 
ous—it took a couple of hours just to 
get it from the Warner’s St. Davids farm 
to the Old Town, she says. 

It was about 1988 when they turned it 
over to the St. Davids Lions, who paint¬ 
ed it purple and gold and entered it in a 
few parades before giving up on it. In 
the intervening years her family would 
watch the parade from her father’s Old 
Town home, and would often mention 
the train and wonder what had hap¬ 
pened to it, says Warner. 

About six weeks ago, her daughter 
Melissa Warner was driving down Four 
Mile Creek Road toward St. Davids 
when she spotted two train cars for 
sale—an engine and a caboose—and 
called her mom to say she thought 
she’d found the old St. Davids parade 
entry that she had spent hours playing 
on while the adults worked on it 
through many cool fall evenings, recalls 
Lorraine. 

Her husband Bob spoke to the per¬ 
son who was selling the cars, who didn’t 
know their history, and made a deal to 
purchase them. Then the Warners went 
looking for two passenger cars. 

They found one of the originals in a 
York Road backyard, and a second that 
was not original but that would suit 
their purpose. 

Three of the four cars have been 
restored and the fourth is still at 
Genaire, where employees are retro¬ 
fitting it in time for die Dec. 12 parade. 

“I was so surprised by the response of 
the employees here who had never 
seen it before but wanted to help. 
They’ve taken responsibility for it,” 
says Warner. 

It will be a Genaire float with 
Genaire employees’ children riding on 
it, says Warner, and will hopefully look 
as impressive when it takes to the street 
for the 2009 parade as it did 25 years 
ago.

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‘Biased and incorrect’ survey angers councillor, Parliament Oak parent 


Town Councillor Gary 
Zalepa says a letter that 
came home from 
Parliament Oak in his son’s 
backpack Tuesday is biased, 
contains errors of fact, and 
should not have been 
allowed by the school 
board. 

The letter begins with a 
preamble: “As you may be 
aware the DSBN has select¬ 
ed a location on Line TWo 
for the new CJB/Virgil ele¬ 
mentary school, but 
Niagara-on-the-Lake's 
Town Council is trying to 
force the DSBN to locate 
the new school on the 
NDSS property. The Town's 
decision to deny the 
DSBN's property choice is 
delaying the construction of 
the new CJB/Virgil School 
and is having the unintend¬ 
ed consequence of delaying 
the much-needed renova¬ 
tions of Parliament Oak.” 

Through community con¬ 
sultation, both the ARC and 


DSBN staff recommended 
elementary schools within 
the neighbourhoods of Old 
Town, Virgil and St. Davids, 
the preamble continues. 
“However, a new elemen¬ 
tary (school) within the pro¬ 
posed Parliament Oak 
boundary would jeopardize 
the long-term viability of 
Parliament Oak.” 

The letter then asks 
whether parents support 
the construction of an addi¬ 
tional elementary school 
within the proposed bound¬ 
ary of Parliament Oak. 

It also asks parents 
whether they think building 
the new elementary school 
for Virgil and Butler stu¬ 
dents on the NDSS site 
would jeopardize the long¬ 
term viability of Parliament 
Oak, and asks parents 
whether they agree or dis¬ 
agree with a delay in reno¬ 
vations to Parliament Oak. 

Zalepa says he has 
received several calls and 
emails questioning the let- 


fully refrain from making 
political statements,” he 
says.

Parliament Oak principal 
Charlene Hadfield says the 
letter was okayed by board 
superintendent Sue Mark, 
and referred all other ques¬ 
tions, such as the connection 
between the delay for the 
new Virgil/Butler school 
and the Parliament Oak 
renovations, to school board 
spokesperson Kim Yielding. 

In checking with Mark, 
Yielding said, she found the 
superintendent agreed a 
survey could be sent home, 
but didn’t see or approve 
the letter. Mark said there 
were inaccuracies in the let- 

Board plant director 
Doug Durant says the reno¬ 
vations for Parliament Oak 
are not affected by the 
Ontario Municipal Board 
hearing to discuss the town 
zoning of the Virgil proper¬ 


ty—an architect has been 
hired and renovations 
scheduled to begin in June. 

The NDSS property is 
not within the Paliament 
Oak boundary, but a plan¬ 
ner with the board said if a 
new elementary school 
were to be constructed on 
NDSS property, there 
would be a review of ele¬ 
mentary school boundaries 
and Parliament Oak would 
be affected. 

But Zalepa says although 
it has been a community 
discussion, the town council 
has never, contrary to the 
information in the letter, 
said the new elementary 
school for Virgil and Butler 
students should go on the 
NDSS property. 

The board, he said, needs 
to take some responsibility 
for the delay in the con¬ 
struction of a new school— 
it has chosen to purchase a 
piece of property that is 
zoned residential, rather 
than institutional.

Some parents from Parliament Oak have been out¬ 
spoken against a new elementary school for Virgil and 
Butler students on NDSS property—it understandably 
makes them nervous. 

There is no reason to think there will ever be an ele¬ 
mentary school on NDSS property, but if somehow the 
board recognizes its financial responsibility to its tax¬ 
payers and moves in that direction, it wouldn’t take too 
much of a leap for some member of the school board 
staff someday in the future to go a step further and 
suggest a new school so close to the centre of town 
could also serve some Parliament Oak students, that 
boundaries could be adjusted. In fact a school board 
planner says the boundaries would be adjusted, 
although that is a decision that would have to be 
approved by trustees. 

Parents in the Old Town are fiercely protective of 
their neighbourhood school. And anyone who has had 
children attend that school or even visited it can see 
why. It is within walking distance for some of its stu¬ 
dents, it has a distinct community feel to it, and does a 
great job of caring for and educating its students, as do 
the other neighbourhood schools in NOTL. It would be 
a shame to lose it. 

That being said, it would seem that, with the most 
noble of intentions, the Parliament Oak parent council 
has made some errors with the survey they sent home. 

They certainly have the right to question whether 
Parliament Oak parents are still as strongly supportive 
of their neighbourhood school as they were before the 
board decided to close NDSS and spend $2 million on 
new property and $7 million on a new school for Virgil 
and Butler students. 

But by including a preamble that, as councillor Gary 
Zalepa says, is biased and incorrect, they have weak¬ 
ened the strength of whatever response they receive 
and done themselves and the issue an injustice.

Trustees should have studied local history 


In her 1914 History of 
Niagara, Janet Carnochan 
writes that Governor 
Simcoe expressed the need 
for a good school for 
Niagara as early as 1792. 

provided funding for a high 
school and expressly states 
“that the school for the 
District of Niagara be in the 
town of Niagara.” 

Despite the best of inten¬ 
tions and lofty plans, no per¬ 


manent school building was 
erected until 1875. Anna 
Jameson visited Niagara 
inl837 and remarked in her 
“Winter Studies and 
Summer Rambles” that 
despite the thriving ship 
building industry in the dock 
area and all of the local 
advantages of fertile farm 
land, “as a frontier town and 
one of the oldest settlements 
in Upper Canada, Niagara 
does not make progress. The 


population and the number 
of houses have remained 
nearly stationary for the last 
five years. I find the people 
complaining much of the 
want of a good school.” 

Will this view of Niagara- 
on-the-Lake come back to 
haunt us 200 year later? 

It is too bad that the 
DSBN trustees are not 
obliged to study history.

Town should stick to its guns—board should have come to table earlier in process 


I am the parent of an elementary student at 
Virgil Public School and a high school student at 
Niagara District Secondary School, and I’m a 
Friend of NDSS and also School Council Chair at 
Virgil, however, these are my personal opinions. 

Throughout the Accommodation Review 
process the elementary communities spoke 
strongly for keeping the elementary schools 
within the communities of St. Davids, Old Town 
and Virgil. The committee agreed to downsize 
from five elementary school sites to three. The 
DSBN would have you believe they are following 
the recommendations of the ARC by buying 
property at Line 2 and Niagara Stone Road. 

In fact, the ARC recommended that the new 
combined elementary school for Col. Butler and 
Virgil be built on either of the existing sites of 
those same two schools. The school board is not 
following the Accommodation Review 
Committee recommendations. They are follow¬ 
ing the advice of the Board's senior staff who 
stated they would search for another site within 
the Virgil town boundaries. 

I agree there was dissension about building 


the elementary school with a high school on the 
high school site. There was never any discussion 
to compare the property at East and West Line 
and Niagara Stone Road without a high school, 
with the newly identified property at Line 2. 

That discussion could only have happened 
after the deadline of Oct 31st passed. Any opin¬ 
ions and data collected during the ARC process 
did not consider these options. 

The school board presently owns 4.94 acres 
on East and West Line near Four Mile Creek 
Road, 3.75 acres on Four Mile Creek Road near 
Niagara Stone Road, 3.98 acres in Old Town, 6.03 
acres on York Road, 2.72 acres in Queenston and 
26.59 acres on East and West Line at Niagara 
Stone Road. They are abandoning four of these 
properties and want a new one. Who buys prop¬ 
erty, pours money into surveys, site plans and 
development plans and then seeks to have it 
rezoned after making this financial commitment 
to it? 

At best the board should have sat down with 
the town far earlier in the process. At worst they 
are blaming the town for their premature actions 


and implying that the town is ignoring the needs 
of our elementary school children. Both scenar¬ 
ios are their irresponsibilities, not yours. The 
DSBN has long-term planning problems, not the 

I believe the town must follow its own long- 
deliberated plan for growth and development. If 
this property is prime for residential building, 
bringing families and people in to our town and 
growing our tax base, it should be kept residen¬ 
tial. If as our elected officials, you see a long-term 
plan for our town differently than the DSBN, I 
support you. This is about planning our future 
not compromising it.

In Canada, most turkeys 
are raised in specially 
designed environmentally 
controlled bams. However,

Legally, all turkeys raised 
in Canada are hormone 
and steroid free. 

There are several species 
of turkey. The ones we buy 
in the grocery store are 


generally white which is 
not the natural colour. 

Thrkeys are graded on 
quality of appearance. 

Canada ‘A’ (Red) are 
meaty with an even 
amount of fat and well 
shaped. 

Canada ‘B’ (Blue) is not 
as fleshy or fattened as 
Canada A’ turkeys. There 
may be short tears and 
minor discolouration. 

Utility (Blue) are at least 
a class ‘B’ turkey but with 
one or more parts missing. 

Organic turkeys comply 
with Canadian Organic 
Standards. They take about 
seven months to mature for 
market as opposed to five 
months with traditionally 
grown birds. 

To qualify as organically 
grown turkeys they must 
be grown three years with¬ 
out herbicides or pesticides 
around them or their feed. 

Free range is just as it 


sounds. Birds are allowed 
to roam outside. 

There are many turkey 
products available today, 
such as burgers, bacon, 
sausage, wieners and much 

As in most farming oper¬ 
ations nothing goes to 
waste. Feathers can be 
crushed for cattle feed 
because they contain pro¬ 
tein. Feathers are strong, 
with the consistency of 
nylon and cotton. 
Scientists are investigating 
their use in automobiles, 
construction and cosmetics. 

Heavier feathers are 
compress into bales and 
could replace wood and 
plastic materials. 

Thrkey litter is spread 
over fields as fertilizer. 

Using turkey litter as a 
fuel for producing electrici¬ 
ty is innovative. 

Fibrominn, a Minnesota 
electrical company, collects 


turkey litter from across 
the state to bum in their 
furnaces. They provide 
enough electricity for 
40,000 homes. 

At this time of year there 
are several turkey rolls 
with proceeds going to 
charity organizations. If 
you are a lucky turkey win¬ 
ner do not forget it in the 
trunk—put it in the freezer. 

There is a lot goes into 
the turkey we buy. Nothing 


goes to waste. Save your 
bones to make soup. 

The first turkey I cooked 
looked great. But I found a 
bag full of somet hing and a 
few other surprises in its 
cavity. My cooking skills 
have since improved.

A note of safety, never 
defrost a stuffed turkey— 
cook it directly from its 
frozen state.

Description of Property 

The Cappon-Cash House is a one storey Regency cottage with a clap¬ 
board exterior. The house is now located on a relatively flat lot on the 
east side of King Street between Paffard and Cottage Streets It was 
moved to this site in 2005. 


ral heritage value of the Cappon-Cash House consists, in part, 


in its simple Regency cottage style, which is relatively rare in Niagara- 

on-the-Lake, and in its many original details which have survived intact in spite of the fact that the building 
has been moved several times. 

The house is a 3-bay, one storey clapboard structure with a hip roof and centre hall plan. A front porch ex¬ 
tending the full length of the front fagade was added in the late 1990's replacing a smaller porch with a simple 
sloped roof which was not original to the house. Original exterior features include the clapboard cladding, 
large window openings with original trim and shutters, the door surround and 3-light transom and the simple 
cornice moulding. 

In 2005 the house was moved from its lot at 66 Picton Street in order to accommodate new development 
which, if integrated with the house, would have compromised or destroyed many of its important cultural 
heritage features. When the house was moved to its current site it was restored and all of its significant 
heritage features were retained. 

Although the house is not as architecturally distinctive as many of the buildings in the Town it has 2 important 
characteristics that distinguish it from other simple vernacular structures constructed at approximately the 
same time. First it illustrates a particular trait of early citizens of the Town whose frugal nature resulted in 
the habit of moving frame buildings from one site to another rather than tearing them down. The architec¬ 
tural history of the Town relates a number of stories of such houses that were relocated, several more than 
one. Second, the house is a unique example of a simple vernacular Regency cottage of the type that is seen 
more commonly in towns and cities such as Brantford, Cambridge and Guelph. In Niagara-on-the-Lake this 
particular style is a rare occurrence. Here it has been interpreted in wood. The typical picturesque Regency 
details such generous windows and elaborate door casings have been pared down to a minimum without 
sacrificing the refined sense of scale and simple elegance of design that is characteristic of this style.

Statement of Cultural Heritage Value or Interest 

The cultural heritage value of the Campbell Scott house consists, in part, 
in its modern style, unique design and the quality of the craftsmanship 

displayed throughout the building. More importantly it. 

vision of one man, Campbell Scott, who designed and constructed the 
house over a 10 year period, designed and made much of the furniture and 
and executed the landscape plan. 

Mr. Scott is a renowned painter, printmaker, sculptor and jewelry maker whose work has been featured in and 
collected by many museums and art galleries including the British Museum, the Victoria and Albert Museum, 
the Montreal Museum of Fine Art (Samuel Bronfman Collection) and the Art Gallery of Ontario. 

The building is prominently located at the corner of Byron and Wellington Streets and is sited on a high 
mound in the centre of the lot. The garden, which surrounds the house on both Byron and Wellington 
Streets, slopes down from the wall and is blanketed in woolly thyme, hosta and mugo pines as well as sea¬ 
sonal plantings such as violets and daffodils. 

The house is surrounded by a high wall. The wall, which provides the artist with privacy to create his art, 
conceals a secluded Japanese garden with a pavilion, a bridge and a rectangular fish pond. This space is 
also used as a sculpture court. Sliding doors from the living room/gallery space create a seamless transition 
from the indoors to the exterior. 

Internally the house contains 2 studio spaces. The mix of ceiling heights and configurations, plain white walls 
and natural wood of various kinds creates a backdrop for the owner's art. The compact kitchen, with its 
maple cabinetry, is a reflection of a high level of craftsmanship and attention to detail. Movable furniture and 
rosewood bookcases, also designed by the artist, can be reconfigured to accommodate changing displays of 
paintings, prints and sculptures. 

Although the house and the property exhibit a uniquely modern architectural style, the house is successfully 
integrated into the streetscape through the mix of simple shapes, natural materials and a lush landscape

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College students talk climate change with experts 


It’s going to be their 
world, so students at Niagara 
College are trying to do 
something about it. 

About 100 students 
attended the Niagara 
Environmental Core’s “C- 
Day” Monday, which wel¬ 
comed world-renowned envi¬ 
ronmental experts to the 
Glendale campus to talk 
about what they feel is one of 
the most important upcoming 

The United Nations 
Climate Change Conference 
in Copenhagen begins on 
Dec. 7. The conference will 
continue talks about replac¬ 
ing the Kyoto Protocol to pre¬ 
vent climate change. 

Panel members who spoke 
to the students at the college 
included Lee 
Norton, an A1 
Gore trained pre¬ 
senter; Howie 
Chong, president 
of Carbon Zero; 
and Adriana 
Mugnato-Hamu, 
the climate 
change critic for 
the Green Party 
of Canada. 

The open dis¬ 
cussion forum 
had students and 
staff voicing their 
opinions and con¬ 
cerns regarding 
climate change to 
the experts, who 
in turn shared 
their ideas on the 
situation. 

The college’s 
environmental 
management pro¬ 
fessor, A1 Unwin, 
called the occa¬ 
sion a great 
opportunity to 
have some high- 
caliber experts 
come to the col¬ 
lege and partici¬ 
pate in the dis¬ 
cussions, which 
were followed by 
a fair trade coffee 
house open mic 
session in the 
school pub. 

“We really 
wanted to get 
some discussion 
going with the 


students here on the impor¬ 
tance of that particular con¬ 
ference as it will directly 
affect their lives,” he said. 

“We want to try and put 
pressure on our federal gov¬ 
ernment to resolve some of 
the issues we have regarding 
the earth’s climate.” 

Each speaker conducted a 
brief presentation followed 
by question and answer peri- 

It’s the discussion part of 
such conferences that gets 
Mugnato-Hamu excited. 

“I’ve always loved listen¬ 
ing to students. They’re very 
inspiring. This is their future 
and I think they know that.” 

She said it’s particularly 
important to focus on youth 
because some adults cannot 
grasp how much the world 
may change in a matter of 
half a century. 

“I want to see a commit¬ 


ment from the government to 
do whatever the science says. 
The world is changing at an 
alarming rate and it’s scary,” 
she said, referencing Arctic 
sea ice levels and droughts in 
tropical forests. 

“We can’t wait 10 years to 
fix it, that’s why we need a 
commitment now.” 

Canada’s contribution to 
the Kyoto Protocol has been 
less than favourable, she 
said—something she hopes 
changes by the time the new 
agreement is decided. 

Unwin agreed, saying the 
Copenhagen conference will 
be the biggest international 
event he’s seen in the envi¬ 
ronmental field. 

The goal of the United 
Nations Copenhagen confer¬ 
ence is to determine global 
policy regarding climate 
change, since past attempts 
have been unsuccessful.

With successful s 
vaccination clinics behind 
them, the NOTL family 
health team is now concen¬ 
trating on getting the sea¬ 
sonal flu shot to any of its 
patients who want it. 

Maria Bau-Coote, direc¬ 
tor of the family health 
team, says in last week’s 
two-day clinic held at the 
Virgil Arena, more than 
800 patients of NOTL doc¬ 
tors received their vaccina- 

Now the health team is 
preparing to hold a season¬ 
al flu shot clinic, in time for 
the flu season, which usual¬ 
ly starts around late 
November or early 
December. 

The seasonal flu shot clin¬ 
ics will be held Dec. 14 and 
15 at the arena in Virgil, 
from 9 a.m. to 6 p.m., for all 
health team patients, with 
no age limits or restrictions, 
says Bau-Coote. 

The two most common 
questions people are ask¬ 
ing are whether it is neces¬ 


sary for people who have 
had the swine flu shot, and 
how close together the two 
different shots can be. 

The time doesn’t matter, 
she says. 

“You could technically 
get one in each arm at the 
same time, although we’re 
not doing the H1N1 vacci¬ 
nations at this clinic.” 

There were some delays 
the first day of the swine flu 
clinic, with more than 500 
people lining up, but most 
were understanding about 
the wait, a result of the 
paperwork that had to be 
filled out. 

Bau-Coote says that 
response was overwhelm¬ 
ing, but she isn’t sure what 
to expect this time round. 

“It’s hard to tell. We’ll be 
prepared for anything, but 
we really don’t know what 
to expect. Some people are 
wondering whether they 
need the seasonal flu shot 
if they’ve had H1N1. We’re 
recommending they do. It’s 
double the protection.”

Barbara Worthy is hoping 
people will stop in at the 
museum after the Santa 
Claus parade and take a step 
back in time with her.

“It was live to air so any 
bloopers recorded were 
heard on the radio,” says 
Worthy.

“They are so much fun to 
listen to because the good 
guys always win, there’s 
always a girl to be had and it 
leaves you feeling good.” 

The performance will be 
held in the museum gallery 


and ties in nicely with the its
